Teachers of ENGLISH. 


GENTLEMEN, 


Our favourable acceptance of the following 

manual will, I hope, b2 eſteemed a reci- 
procal favour ; by you, on account of the ſuc- 
ceſs which Jam affured you will find attending on 
your uling it properly ; and by myſelf, from a con- 
ſciouſneſs of the honour conferred on me. I hope 
I need not infinuate to you, that ere a de- 
ciſive ſentence, and at the fame time a juſt one, 
can paſs on a book of this kind, it muſt be as 
carefully inſpected, as when you conduct a child 
through a courſe of reading. You will perceive, 
that the different ſections for the inſtruction in 
reading are calculated purely for pronunciation, 
and not for the meaning, which is entirely foreign 
to the deſign of teaching; becauſe children are 
firſt to be thoroughly grounded in pronunciation: 
when that is once gained, then 1s the time to al- 
low them to read ſuch books as are ſuitable to 

their underſtanding. 
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\ HE great number of ſpelling- books now in print, is a 
ſafficient indication of the general deſire to have the 
acquiſition of correct reading and ſpelling rendered 

certain and eaſy. This being the firſt ſtep of education, the 
foundation upon which the reſt depends, requires all the in- 
_ duſtry and ability of the teachers thereof to attain to that im- 
portant point; as it contributes greatly to their own eaſe and 
credit, and to thre advantage of their ſcholars. 

A good method of communication, if univerſally uſed, would 
eſtectually remove that general, though ill grounded opinion, 
that Engliſh, as it is thought to contain many peculiar diffi- 
culties in pronunciation, &c. is much ſeldomer acquired by fo- 
reigners, than many other tongues. But this is a chimera, an aſ- 
ſertion having no foundation; which may be, with as great pro- 
priety, alledged againſt too many of the natives: for it is plainly 
owing to this, that few are acquainted with the manner of re- 
ducing thoſe parts of grammar into a regular ſyſlem, the neglect 
of winch is the cauſe, that few teachers of Engliſh can be ſ{urer 
of ſucceſs, than a teacher of any other art or ſcience, who does 
not inſtruct his pupil in a thorough knowledge of its principles. 
As if a painter, without acquainting his pupil with the rudi- 
ments of drawing, or how to prepare his colou:s, and uſe ths 
pencil, ſhould deſire him to draw a portrait or Jandicape : by 
practice he poſſibly might, even in this way, cfie& ſomething to- 
lerable; but it would be entirely owing to his own genius and 
induſtry, But, after all, eren a perſon of no genius, but who 
has gone through a regular courſe, might perhaps diſcover 
many falle ſtrokes, which he, through ignorance of the 
principles, could not correct. 

It is by a way exactly ſimilar to this, that moſt people ac- 
tually acquire their Engliſh. For which reaſon, there are few 
who-attain to genteel reading ard correct ſpelling, but ſuch as: 
have a fine genius. Theſe will ſometimes acquire both tole- 
rably, even witnout the help of a teacher; or, what is the ſume » 
in effect, by the vague and ignorant manner of teaching tao ge? 
nerally uſed ; but with this material difference, that, by the 
firſt way, they do not receive ſo many cruel chaſtiſements, as 

| . | in 
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in the latter, for not underſtanding what too frequently their 
pretended inſtructors cannot exphin to them. 

The deſire of contributing to the improvement of the way 
of teaching this branch of education, is a ſufficient apology for 
this preſent work: eſpe ially if we conſider, whether any per- 
| formance hitherto- publiſhed on this ſubject, ſufficiently. an- 

ſwers the purpoſe ; which is eaſily diſcoverable, from conſider- 
ing the conſtituents of a good ſpelling-book ; and thereby 
teachers, as well as others, can readily judge, how far juſt 
and uſeful the ſpelling-books now in ule are, and how far 
this preſent undertaking anſwers the end, 

We ſhould reflect, that as the imperfection of our alphabet 
is the ſource of the difficulties in ſpelling, and alſo of many 
in readinꝑ; the chief buſineſs of a book of this kind ſhould be, 
to point out theſe impetfections. Of this ſort is that table in 
Mr Loughton's Engliſh grammar, conſiſting of thoſe words 
wherein c before e or y has the ſound of /. If this table of 
words had been complete, it alone would have been worth ma- 
ny whole ſpelling · books; becauſe thereby a perſon has it in- 
his power to overcome one of the many obſtructions to juſt 
ſpelling, which cannot be effected by any ſpelling- book in pre - 
ſent ufe. By this method, all the regular words of the ſame 
kind being comprehended in one table, that particular difficul- 
ty is much ſooner overcome, than when they are mixed with 
alt the other words of the language, For as any particular ſer 
of words, e. g. of that table above mentioned, is widely di- 
ſperſed in books, we may read many volumes before we meet 
with all theſe words; and even at that time our attention is as 
much employed in conſidering others, as thoſe of the particular 
fort we are in ſearch of. And if at the ſame time we reflect, 
that all the irregular words in the Engliſh language are ſcat- 
tered in the ſame indiſcriminate manner, in the very books de- 
ſigned for the attaiament of reading and ſpelling, no wonder 
that the attainment thereof is ſo difficult as at preſent it real- 
ly is. It is as inconſiſtent to teach ſpelling by the confuſed col- 
lections of words in the ſpelling- books, as if a maſter, inſtead 
of teaching a child to name the letters, as they ſtand in a body 
in the alphabet, ſhould endeavour to effect it, by telling him 
their rames, as they preſent themſelves in this preface, or any 
other piece of writing, The conſequence would be, if the 
child had a very quick apprehenſion and a prodigious memo- 


ry, 
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ry, he might, in length- of time, become acquainted with 
thoſe that moſt frequently. occur to him; bat a conſiderable 
time might elapſe before he could maſter the whole, This 
odd. method of attempting to teach the letters, is ſimilar to 
the method preſeribed in the ſpelling- books. 0 | 

Wie ſhouldconfider the various ſounds uſed in the language; 
the different letters participating the ſame {ound ; the various 
ſounds of the diphthongs, and ſuch letters as in reading 4re 
not named, All theſe difficulties may be reduced to a very 
few general heads; and then few words, how irregular and 
difficult ſo ever, but will be comprehended under one of them. 
When this is duly conſidered, it will be found, that the preſent 
ſpelling-books, I mean, the tabular part of them (the other 
part I. ſhall fpeak of afterwards), are nothing but a confuſed 
heap of words; and if of any. importance, can only be to ex- 
erciſe a ſcholar, after he has acquired a thorough knowledge 
of orthography, by a regular method. And. we may juſtly: 
wonder, that when ſome were collecting that table which they 
term diſtinqtion of words, they did not at the ſame time make 
diſtinctions of ſounds or letters alſo; which are the principal, 
or rather only conſtituents of a good ſpelling- book. 

What is premiſed, regards ſpelling. As to reading, upon 
which, if methodically taught, the other in a great meaſure 
depends, it is very neceſſary to ſay ſomething of the numerous 
explanatory rules, obſervations, and remarks, which are inſert- 
ed in ſpelling-books, They can be uſeful only in one of theſe _} 
two reſpets; to the maſter, or the ſcholar. But ſo far are 
} they from conveying any inſtruction to a teacher, that he can- | 

not fail to be ſenſible, (notwirhſtanding the great and well- 
known ſkill of the compilers of ſeveral of theſe books in many 
other branches of learning), they are far miſtaken in this par- 
ticular ; it being impoſſible to explain the principles in the pro- 
nunciation of the Engliſh tongue, but by the mouth of one 
well ſlalled therein. But allowing the delineation of the prin- 
ciples, and many nice ſounds peculiar to the Engliſh tongue,

practicable, that teacher who imagines he derives any advan- 

N tage to himſelf from theſe rules as they ſtand in ſchool-books, 
is certainly in great need of ſuperior qualiſications to thoſe he 
at preſent is poſſeſſed of, for the due execution of his buſi- 

| nels; otherwite he mult eaſily diſcern they are erroneous in 
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many points, and in general but the ſhadow of what him- 
ſelf is, or however ought to be maſter of. 

We may next conſider, how-ſcholars can reap any benefit. 
from peruſing them, A child of five years of age, if taughtao 
read by a good method, (I am certain any one I have taught), 
is ſo well ſkilled in this affair, viz..in the knowledge of the 
various powers and properties of the letters, that he is capable 
of correcting many groſs faults, and of diſcovering a numoer 
of deficiencies therein. But farther, that theſe rules, Cc. 
ſhould be intended by the authors of the books wherein they 
are. inſerted, for the improvement of thoſe who can read to- 
lerably already, is the greateſt abſurdity imaginable. For it is 
by the inculcation of ſuch, but indeed more correct rules, ſo 
well methodiſed as to be brought upon a level with any ca- 
pacity, that any are taught to read well: for no perſon, whe- 
ther young or adult, who is under inſtructions ia reading, 
ſhould be allowed to read any word, till he is entirely welt ac- 
quainted with the various properties and ſounds of every letter 
therein, This I ſhalf enlarge upon, when I come to deſign 
a method of teaching, in the ſequel of this preface, 

So far are theſe rules, as printed in the ſpelling · books, from 
being uſeful either to a maſter or a ſcholar, that they are cer- 
tainly the cauſes of irreparable miſchief; becauſe many who 
know nothing of the buſineſs, having failed in ſome other way, 
only follow this employment for ſupport, Others deſerting. 
their manual employment, for what is injudiciouſly thought a 
much eaſier work, after having looked over ſome ſpelling - 
books containing theſe rules, imagine, or pretend, they are 
ſafficiently qualified to commence teachers of F.nel:th : and, 
by this impoſition, not only bring an odium upon thoſe who 
make the buſineſs their ſtudy; but alſo, which is much worſe, 
ruin the Engliſh education of every one who is put into their 
hands, 

Farther, theſe rules are likewiſe of dangerous conſequence, 
becauſe, notwithſtanding their many imperfections, their au- 
thors have advanced them for all that is requiſite to attain the 
deſired end, People who have not been well taught, being de- 
ſective in reading and ſpelling, imagine, that in theſe rules they 
have all the neceſſary guides to rectify their miſtakes, and are, 
by truſting entirely to them, put into greater conſuſion and un- 
certainty than ever, And therefore the cauſes of theſe before 

mentioned 
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mentioned inconveniencies ſhould be left out of every ſpel- 
ling book they at preſent make ſo conſiderable a part of; aa 
there are many things of much greater uſe, which in theſe 
books are entirely neglected, and may take up the place they 
poſſeſs, to the greater emolument of the teacher and ſcholar, 

I hope, thoſe who are concerned in compiling or publiſhing 
the ſpelling-books now in-uſe, will not regard what is premi- 
ſed, in any other light, but as proceeding from a deſire to re- 
form the preſent irregular way of teaching Engliſh, being an 
affair of general concern. And as I am pòſitive every good 
teacher will allow what I have ſaid to be juſt; and that they 
will, upon a ſtrict and impartial peruſal, find this book tobe 
at leaſt as rational, and as fit for the uſe of ſchools, as any 
extant; not being ſtuffed with a multitude of uſeleſs remarks, 
obſervations, nice diſquiſitions, &c. but in every ſtepcontain- 
ing nothing but what is entirely eſſential; being deſigned as a 
proper aſſiſtant to a: good method, to aſcertain the various, 
ſteps and difficulties neceſſary to be known by, and to facili- 
tate the labour of the teacher, as it is preſumed to contain 
every thing that js feceſſary, to attain to perfection in reading 
and ſpelling in the Engliſh tongue; therefore, if I have the 
good fortune to pleaſe the judicious part of my fellow - teach 
ers, which is my earneſt wiſh, thoſe who perhaps will buſy 
themſelves in cavilling at ſome errata, though of no conſe- 
quence, which may have eſcaped obſervation; or thoſe WO 
will not take the trouble duly to conſider the plan of this book, 
and the method of executing it, their verdict will be entire- 
ly diſregarded.. | ET 


I ſhall now give an account of the preſent work, and alſo 
fome direQions neceſſary to be obſerved in uſing it; and ſhall 
ſubjoin a certain and eaſy method of teaching, whereby any 
teacher who will conſider it attentively, will be enabled to 
inſtruct children in reading and ſpelling. 6 | 

Sec. 1. The alphabet is often repeated in various orders ;, 
that children, before they advance farther, may have an op- 
Portunity of being acquainted with the different characters in 
whatever tuation they ſee them; and alſo, as it often hap- 
pens, if one ſet of letters be effaced, before they have acqui- 
red a ſufficient knowledge of them, they may have recourſe:

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| $27, 2. conſiſts of a mixture of vowels and conſonants in 
| an irregular manner, and alſo alphabetically ; one conſonant 
| being placed betwixt two vowels, and then two conſonants 
betwixt two vowels, throughout the alphabet.

{ together, and below them the ſame letters are expreſſed 
| ſingly ; likewiſe theſe conſonants, ch, ph, &c, with an exer- 
eiſe thereon ; that the ſcholar may be familiarly acquainted 
with them before he proceeds, 

Seck. 4. conliſts of an exerciſe upon ſyllables, containing 
words of one, two, &c. ſyllables. 

Sec, 5. conſiſts of an exerciſe upon ſyllables, having ſome 
diphthongs interſperſed ; that children may be informed of 
the nature of diphthongs. 

Sed. 6. contains the vowels, and ſuch conſonants as have 
various names; each letter having as many numeral figures 


placed above, as it has different names; ' viz. the yowel a ha-

11..contains an account of ſuch letters, when before 
or after other certain letters, that are not named; with an 
exerciſe thereon, © _ | 

Sed. 12. contains the terminations 3 with an exerciſe 
thereon, exhibiting the various uſes of theſe terminations. 

Sec. 13. contains an account of e, when named or not 
named before at the end of a word, with the uſe thereof. 


_ Sed. 14. contains a praxis upon all the foregoing ſections. 


As theſe ſections comprehend what is neceſſary to be known 
N ä with 
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wich regard to pronunciation, we may diſcover, how ſoon a 
child may be taught to read, and how eaſy the affair may be 
made, when a teacher is provided with a good and plain me- 
thod. What is neceſſary, is here brought within a ſmall com- 
paſs. For when a perſon has gone through theſe different 
ſteps, and thoroughly underſtands them, (and I mult intimate, 
that a great part of a good method conſiſts in making theſe dif- 
ferent ſections plain and intelligible to children; the whole 
nearly depends upon this; and therefore care muſt be taken, 
that the child do not paſs from one of theſe ſteps before 
he underſtands it thoroughly), by this time he can read, though 
ſlowly; and any book (of which the beſt extant is that col- 
lection publiſhed by my father, as it contains a greater number 
of choice words than any other of the kind) that contains a 
good ſet of words, may be put into his hands; that he may 
by degrees attain to reading currently and emphatically, if of 
age to underſtand the meaning of what he reads. Ifa child, 


it is proper to cauſe him look over ſome one or more of the 


ſections, that thereby the principles may be kept freſh in his 
memory. This ſhould be done every day, (till he has acqui- 
red a maſtery in reading ; and at that time indeed ſome things 
may eſcape his memory, and he be nothing the worſe) ; as 
upon his ready remembrance of them ſo as to apply them to 
every word wherein they occur, depends the certainty of at- 
taining good reading and ſpelling. 3 
I have denoted the names of the letters by figures. They 
will be a guide to thoſe who are not thoroughly converſant jn 
the Engliſh pronunciation; becauſe when they obſerve any 
particular letter marked, they are certain, where-ever the ſame 
figure is annexed to the ſame letter, that it is to have the ſame 
name. The ſame method is obſerved in the ſounds of the 
diphthongs ; and in thoſe diphthongs where both the vowels 
are pronounced, the ſound of each vowel is expreſſed by the

figure denoting that ſound, Thus in /o#nd o is marked o, be-

ing the ſame name it is expreſſed by in ſot; and M is marked u,

being the name it is expreſſed by in true. 
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This method is not intended for the inſtruction of thoſe 
who are entirely ignorant in pronunciation; it being impoſſi- 
ble by this way to inſtruct them ſufficiently therein. It is de- 
ſigned for the eaſe of the maſter, and certainty to the ſcholar. 
The teacher will find it turn to advantage to inſtruct his ſcho · 
lars, in attending to this ſcheme; but he muſt be very nice in 
informing them of thoſe different names, and exerciſe them 
therein, This ſhould not be left, till they can readily tell how 
many names each particular letter has, and when they are 
founded by their different names, unlefs in particular caſes, 
When he finds a child grow languid and tired with the ſame 
thing ſo often repeated, he muſt have recourſe to variety to 
engage his attention, and begin to put in practice the little 
knowledge he has acquired of the names of the letters that moſt 
frequently occur. Or if a child be dull, it will diſhearten and 
ſtupify him to continue him at it. Therefore it would be ne- 
ceſſary to begin to ſound the letters in Words together, and 
now and then acquaint him with their ſounds; and in this 
manner he will gradually come to an entire acquaintance with 
them. But if he be of quick capacity and a 2 
by following the method here preſcribed, be maſter of the 
pronunciation of the Engliſh tongue in the'ſpace of three or 
four months, and in fix or eight be an accurate reader, ſo far 
as regards pronunciation and quantity. Asto being'maſter of 
the emphaſis, that muſt be acquired as he increaſes in under- 
ſtanding. But indeed this alſo may by attained by the repeat- 

ed inculcations he may receive from a ſkilful-maſter in a me- 
chanical manner. | 

I have ſaid nothing concerning what they term double cm- 

' ſonants, or of ſuch conſonants as are proper to begin words; 
as thinking that entirely a matter of no weight, as they only 
embarraſs children. But they who chuſe to inform their ſcho- 

lars afterwards, will find out words fitted to their purpoſe 
here. 

Ihe next part of this boook, which relates to ſpelling, con- 

ſiſts of a body of thoſe words which, by the participation of ſe - 
veral letters in the ſame ſound, are conſtantly, and the only 
ſtumbling- blocks that perplex moſt people in ſpelling. Far as 
ſpelling is the diſtinguiſhing of letters by their ſound, very {mall 
pains would be required to acquire this knowledge, if every 
found had its proper character to repreſent it, But as this is 
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not the caſe, there being many ſounds common to ſeveral let 

ters, and often two or more letters that are frequently expreſ- 
ſed by one ſound only, and many letters that are not ſounded at 
all; the clearing up of theſe can be attained to only by claſſing 
all thoſe words of the ſame ſpecies together. The moſt mate- 
rial difficulties are in this particularized; ſuch as, where two 
vowels commonly a diphthong, are divided; where the ſound 
of Vis repreſented by ph; or where ch ſounds /h, G. I have 
in theſe collections obſerved the common way, (though of no 


conſequence), of ranking words of the ſame number of ſylla- 


\ 


bles, and which have the accent on the ſame ſyllable, by them- 
ſelves. But they are not divided ; the dividing of words into 
ſyllables being ſo eaſy a matter, that I wonder there is ſuch a 
buſtle made about it For after one can diſtinguiſh the vowels 
from the conſonants, it is only neceſſary to cauſea child obſerve, 


Fhether there be one, two, three, &c. conſonants after a vowel 


or a diphthong, in words of more than one ſyllable, and in- 
form him which of them to ſound with the firſt ſyllable ; and 
which to ſound with the ſecond ſyllable ; cauſing him in the 
ſame manner obſerve how many conſonants lie after the ſe- 
cond vowel or diphthong : and ſo on with the reſt of the 
ſyllables. But indeed, if we attend to the affair, of what 
are called double and treble confonants, theſe render what is 
one of the eaſieſt ſteps, a labyrinth which no child can un- 
fold. Certainly the way by which we attain the point with 
facility and ſpeed, is the moſt eligible to every perſon ; but 
eſpecially in the inſtruction of children it ſhould be religiouſ- 
ly obſerred. And as by a careful advertency it is found, 
that the true pronunciation of a word is not vitiated by diſ- 
regarding theſe puzzling diſtinctions, there can be no ſuffi- 
cient reaſon advanced, why children, -whoſe faculties are 
weak, ſhould be tortured with them. It is proper, however, 
that they be informed at firſt, that ch, ph, wh, &c, / or r 
with any preceding conſonant, go together; and that the 
terminations, ed, en, ing, &c. -receive no addition, what- 
ever number of conſonants go before them; and that x be- 
longs to the vowel before it. And if, when a child can read 
eaſily, the maſter inclines to introduce theſe diſtintioas in 
the diviſion of words, he may. But, by the way, why may 
we not, with equal propriety, divide contrary to theſe dif- 
tinctions, when it manifeſtly accords with the true pronunei- 
3 ation 
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ation of moſt words wherein theſe conſonants are found; 
as to place the accent upon one ſyllable in a ſimple word, 
and not to retain it upon the ſame ſyllable when the word 
has an additional ending or termination? The firſt is in a 
manner neceſſary; but the change in the other of no moment, 
depending in a great meaſure upon the caprice of cuſtom. 
When a child can depict the ſimple and compound ſounds 
in the tongue, then he may be informed, that ſome particular 
ſounds are expreſſed by ſeveral letters, and the properties of 
the guieſcents. For the clearing up the uncertainty occaſioned 
thereby, the tables in this part are to be got by heart : for 
which purpoſe the teacher may appropriate a portion of time, 
wherein the children, according to their capacity, may uſe this 
exerciſe, And it will be of the greateſt advantage to them, to 
read and ſpell theſe collections of words either by the tables, 
or as they ſtand promiſcuouſly in the exerciſes placed after the 


tables, one day in the week at leaſt. So that in a few weeks, 


by this method, they will be entirely maſters thereof, and con- 
ſequently of the greateſt obſtructions that fall in their way in 
reading and ſpelling. And further, by the peruſal of theſe 
tables, a grown perſon, after a few previous inſtructions from 
a ſlcilful teacher concerning ſounds, may acquire a competent 
degree of knowledge in ſpelling in a very ſhort ſpace of time. 

The uſual contractions uſed in writing are here inſerted, 
But as our language has many harſh ſounds in it, by reaſon of 
a number of conſonants being crouded together, we ſhould as 
ſeldom as poſſible uſe any contraction in which a vowel or 
diphthong is thrown out; and there are many contractions 


introduced into writing, for the more ſpeedy diſpatch of bu- 


ſineſs, ſeverat of which ſhould be diſuſed, eſpecially if they be 

nat univerſally uſed, becauſe they are often very puzzling. 
l have inſerted a very copious collection of thoſe words that 
are alike in ſound ; but with this difference: The firſt table 
© conſiſts of words that are, if rightly pronounced, exactly the 
ſame in ſound : the next, of thoſe whereof the difference in 
pronunciation is very minute. The table that follows, con- 
rains ſach words which, if falſely pronounced, are alike in 
found ; but when juſtly pronounced, the difference of ſound 
lies in the laſt ſylable : then a table of words, the difference 
in ſound whereof conliſts in the firſt ſyllable, The next ta- 
ble contains ſuch words that, if properly pronounced, are 
a | different ;

different; but, by a falſe pronunciation, are alike in ſound, 


There are ſeveral other articles, which will be found up- 
| on peruſal, but need not be mentioned here. 

The cuſtom of teaching children to read by the Holy Bible, 
or other religious books, is very unaccountable. The tea ſon al- 
ledged in defence of this cuſtom, is, that thereby the principles 
of religion are more ſtrongly impreſſed on their minds.

, But in this caſe, thoſe who aſſert this, do not conſidet, that till 
| they can read currently, they cannot comprehend the ſcope 

of any ſentence ; for they are at that time employed in con- 
ſidering the ſtructure of words, not the meaning of them, 
And theſe are two very different things, For children mult 
be firſt well acquainted with the characters in a word, and | 
pronounce them currently, before they can perceive the idea g 
expreſſed thereby: and as ſome ideas require ſeveral words 
to expreſs them, and as, in all writing whatever, there are | 
many concurrent ideas to be kept in mind, before we come 
to a concluſive one, it is almoſt impoſſible, that children can 
entertain ſo many ideas, even when the diſcourſe is pronoun- 
ced to them by another; much leſs when theis whole atten- 
tion is engaged in conſidering the bare characters of words, 
which is always the caſe till they can read thoroughly well. 
Conſequently, till children are advanced fo far, it is not a 
well-connected diſcourſe that ſhould be put into their hands; 
for that is only proper to exerciſe them, by reaſon of the 
mixture of the principles of pronunciation therein, And 
therefore I think it is ſo far from being fit to teach children 
to read by the Bible, or any other piece of ſacred writing, 
that every rational perſon will, or ought to regard it às a 
profanation of the ſacred myſteries contained therein; which 
is ſtill heightened, by the many indignities that, in the courſe 
of teaching, muſt unavoidably be put upon this holy book. 
The Mahometans carefully preſerve every piece, every looſe

LSSON II. 


When any frightful and diſcouraging imagi- 
nation aſſaults you, harden yourſelf, and meet 
it boldly, with this reflection, That it is only 
your apprchenſion of things, and not the real 
nature of the things themſelves; then bring it 
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to the teſt, and examine it by ſuch rules of 
morality as you are maſter of, but eſpecially 
by this moſt material diſtinction of things 
that are, or are not in your power: and if, 
upon inquiry, it be found one of the latter 
ſort, remember that it is what you are not at

F Man, when conſidered in himſelf, is a very 
helpleſs and a very wretched being. He is 
ſubject, every moment, to the greateſt calami-

ſee nor haye prevented, had he foreſeen them. 
It is, however, our comfort, while we are 
obnoxious to ſo many accidents, that we are 
under the care of One who directs contingen- 
cies, and has in his hands the management of 
every thing that 1s capable of annoying or of- 

fending, who knows the aſſiſtance we ſtand in 
need of, and is always ready to beſtow it on 
thoſe who aſk it of him. 


LESSON Ww. 


Let your averſions be taken off from all 
things ont of your own power, and transferred 
to ſuch things as are contrary to nature, within 
your own power. As for your deſires, lay 
N them, 
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them, for the preſent, wholly aſide; for if 
you fix them upon things out of your power, 
you are ſure to be unſucceſsful ; und if you 
would reſtrain them to fit and proper objects, 
ſuch as come within it, this is not yet come to 

our turn. Let your mind, therefore, go no 
or than to mere tendencies and propen- 
ſions, to moderate and ule theſe gently, gra- 
dually, and cautiouſly. 


LESSON V. 


That which gives men diſquiet; and makes 
their lives miſerable, is not the nature of things 
as they really are, bur the notions and opi- 
nions which they form to themſelves concern- 
ing them. Thus even death, which we look 
upon as the moſt perplexing and dreadful, 
hath, in truth, nothing of terror in it; for, if 
it had, Socrates muſt needs have feared it as 
much as we: but our opinion. that it is evil, 
js the only thing that makes it ſo. Therefore, 
whenever we meet with obſtructions and per- 
plexities, or fall into troubles and diſorders, let 
vs be juſt, and not lay the blame where it js 
not duc; but impute it all to ourſclves, and 
our prej udicate opinions.

Never uſe yourſelf to ſay, upon any oc- 
caſion, that you have loſt any thing, but re-

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ſtored it» If your wife or your'child die, you 
have returned them to the owner : if your 
eſtate be taken from you, this too is paid back 
to the giver. But you'll ſay, He was a knave 
that defrauded me of it. Alas! what's that 
to the purpoſe: or how does it concern you 
by what means, or what hand, he that gave it, 
reſume it back to himſelf? Trouble not your- 
ſelf, therefore, about thefe. matters ; but while 
he permits the enjoyment, uſe it as a thing 
that is not your own, but another's ; and let your 
concern and affection for it be juſt ſuch as travel- 
lers have for an/inn upon the road. 


LESSON VI. 


When you ſee a neighbour in tears, and 
hear him lament the abſence of his ſon, the 
hazards of his voyage into ſome remote part 
of the world, or the loſs of his eſtate ; keep 
upon your guard, for fear left ſome falſe ideas 
that may riſe upon theſe occaſions ſurpriſe 

ou into a miſtake, as if this man were really 
miſerable upon account of theſe outward acci- 
dents. But be ſure to diſtinguiſh wiſely, and 
tell yourſelf immediately, that the thing which 
really affects this perſon is not the accident it- 
ſelf, (for other people under his circumſtances 
are not equally afflicted with it), but mercly the 
opinion which he hath formed to himſelf con- 
cerning this accident. Notwithſtanding all 
which, you may be allowed, as far as expreſ- 
ſions 


cloſe to whatever yon are, in your ju 
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ſions and outward behaviour go, to comply 
with him, and, if occaſion require, to bear a 
part in his ſighs and tears too; but then you 
muſt be ſure to take care, that this compliance 
docs not infect your mind, nor betray you to 
an inward and real ſorrow upon any ſuch ac- 
count. : 


LESSON VII 


If you reſolve to make wiſdom and virtue 
the ſtudy and buſineſs of your life, you muſt 


be ſure to arm yourſelf beforehand againſt all 


the inconveniencies and diſcouragements that 
are like to attend this reſolution, Imagine 
that you ſhall meet with many ſcoffs, and much 
deriſion, and that people will upbraid you with 
turning philoſopher all on a ſadden ; and aſk, in 
ſcorn, What is the meaning of all this affected 
gravity, and thefe diſdainful looks? But be 
not you affected or ſupercilious : only ſtick 

1ent, 
convinced is virtuous and becoming ; ade con- 
ſider this as your proper ſtation aſſigned you 
by God, which you muſt not quit upon any 
terms. And remember, that if you perſevere 
in goodneſs, thoſe very men who derided you 
at firſt, will afterwards turn your admirers: 
but if you give way to reproaclies, and are 


vanquiſhed by them, you will then render 


rages doubly, and moſt deſervedly ridicn-

And in theſe caſes, he that is baulked of his 
deſires, is an unfortunate, and he that is over- 
taken by the miſchicf he declines, is a mifer- 
able man.

but if you extend them to ſuch things as ſick- 
neſs, or poverty, or dzath, you will of neceſ-
